If steak 
is to be broiled over a 


wood or coal fire the coals must be 
clear and glowing and the bed deep. 
Grease both sides of the broiler 
thoroughly before -putting in tho 
meat and turn every ten seconds for 
the first two minutes. 


POT-ROASTING. 


The cut known as the aitchbone 


makes an excellent pot-roast. Melt 
drippings or fry 
out fat from the 


meat in tha bottom of »n iron or 
aluminum kettle with 
tight-fitting 


cover. Wipe meat with a damp clotli 
and sear quickly on all sides in the 
hot fat. There should be just enough 
fat to prevent the meat from stick- 
ing to the kettle. Pour over boiling 
water to one-third the depth of the 
meat. Cover tightly and simmer un- 
til tender. Allow forty-five minutes 
per pound for cooking. Add % tea- 
spoon salt per pound the last hour 
of cooking. The cover must fit the 
kettle closely to prevent the water 
from boiling away. Make a gravy 
of the juice the meat was cooked in.

HIS PHILOSOPHY. 


In a summary of what might be 


called his own life philosophy, and 
which is exemplified by his activities 
in this community, the doctor said: 
"What religion I have Is that you'd 
better do all the good you can in this 
world, and trust the Lord for the 
next. 
The.sc preachers don't give 


any bond that they will save your 
soul."

Hens More Time to Eat and 


Thus More Egg Production 


C. J. Hayes Tells of Methods Used On Big Chicken 


Farm Near Butler, III. 


0. J. Hayes, manager of the Hayes 


Brothers Hatchery 
in 
this 
city, 


where a 10,000-egB incubator has 
been installed for tha hatching of 
at least 50,000 chicks In 1922, can 
toll one all about balanced rations, 
the futility of feeding corn alone, 
the benefits of scientific culling of 
the flock, and many other interest- 
ing details of the business of raising 
poultry and producing eggs. 


Down on their poultry farm at 


Butler, 
111., 
the 
brothers furnish 


their fowls 
with 
artificial 
"day- 


light," not for the purpose of fool- 
ing them into laying more eggs, as 
is the popular misconception of this 
method, but In order to give them a 
longer day for feeding. The natur- 
al and desired result of this longer 
feeding day, of course, is an Increas- 
ed e-gg production, for, as Mr. Hayes 
says, "the more food you put into a 


hen, 
the more eggs you get out of 


her." 


A GREAT ADVANCE. 


Mr. Hayes, who has utilized this 


means of lengthening the day and 
profited by it, is strong for it. He 
says it is almost as great an advance 
in egg production, as the Incufbator 
Is In the hatching of chicks. 


Down at the 
farm 
the poultry 


houses are equipped with sufficient 
lights to give the hens a chance to 
see the feed that is scattered in the 
Utter of the floor. An alarm clock 
awakens the poultry man at 4 o'clock 
m the morning. 
He gets up and 


turns the iswitch that llghte the 
hennery, then goes 
back 
to bed, 


while the hens go to work. 
But it 


is work which they like, and is no 
hardship on them. 


CULLS FLOCK. 


The Hayes Brothers do not keep 


poultry drones. If a hen doesn't lay, 
she doesn't stay. 
The flock Is sys- 


tematically culled, and non-Iayor« 
are elmlnated, leaving- only the pul- 
lets that earn their way. 
They do 


not, however, force a hen too far in 
the production of eggs, so that it 
harms the fowl. A 70 or SO-egg hen 


a libality and act an aeeet, and 


therefore cannot find a permanent 
home on the Hayes poultry farm. A 
hen that lays 150 eggs a year, how- 
ever, is considered a fairly good pro- 
ducer, while according to Mr. Hayes 
"a man who has a flock of 200-egS 
fowls has a fortune." 


THREE TYPES. 


In discussing poultry, Mr. Hayes 


talks of three types—one for eggs, 
one for meat and the other the dual 
purpose type, raised for both meat 
and eggs. 
He believes implicitly in 


standard bred fowls, and declares 
that It farmers would give more at- 
tenion to their poultry floclos, breed. 
Ing standard strains 
and 
feeding 


them properly Instead of In an in- 
different, haphazard 
manner, they 


would find the poultry a well paying 
department o£ their business. 


CORN NOT SUFFICIENT. 


Too many, he says, seem to think 


that they give the flock no atten- 
tion, except to throw out ration* ot 
corn and see that they have access 
to water.

During the winter they hunt 
out the bugs persistently along fence 
rows and other places where 
the 


grass grows tall and matted. 
This 


year, above all others, it Is to the 
advantage of tho farmers to

the quails preserved. 


"The hunters who kill quails this 


year are actually contributing to the 
devastation of grain crops next sum- 
mer by the chinch bugs. Every bug 
killed now means several thousand 
fewer bugs in the corn next August. 
We have records of one quail killed 
which had 100 chinch bugs in its 
crop; another quail had a teaspoon-4 


full, and still another had two table- 
spoonfulls of chinch bugs in its crop 
when killed. At this rate the daily 
consumption of chinch bugs through- 
out the winter, 
a flock of 
quails 


would dispose of several bushels of 
bugs before spring."

Virulent Form Has Hold in 


Kansas City. 


Smallpox of the virulent type has 


taken such a serious hold in a num- 
ber of cities of the country that the 
Illinois Central railroad takes note 
of It and sends out warning to all its 
physicians along the line. Along 
with the letter to the company phy- 
sician in Decatur is a warning that 
all unvaccinated employes should be 
promptly vaccinated and a supply of 
vaccine points is being- out. In part, 
the letter states: 


"Smallpox of the most virulent 


type—the kind that kills—is reported 
in several places, namely, Chicago, 
Kansas City, Dixon, 111., and Mark- 
ham, Tenn. 


"Two cases of the confluent type 


were recently discovered In Chicago. 
One, a railway mail clerk, unvacci- 
nated, running between Chicago and 
Kansas City, was discovered Novem- 
ber 18 and died four days later of 
hemorrhagic smallpox at the Isola- 
tlen hospital. 
The other case, a 


young: lady, visiting friends in Chi- 
cago, was exposed to smallpox in 
Kansas City and is now down with 
the disease in the confluent form. 


"This epidemic seems 
to 
have 


originated at Kansas City, -where 200 
cates have been reported. The alarm- 
Inr 'act is that there has been sixty- 
six deaths In the 200 cases reported. 
a ,moitality 
of 
thirty-three 
per 


cent." 


The letter continues, urging vacci- 


nation of all unvaccinated employes, 
and that all company physicians ne 
on th« alert to discover early symp- 
toms of the disease and make prompt 
report to c o u n t y or municip.il 
authorities and also report by -rire 
immediately any passenger or em- 
ployes found 
suffering 
from dis- 


ease.
